THERE IS NO DIFFERENCE OF OPINION 


Among Members of the Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee on the Fisheries Message—Mr. 
Turner’s Leave of Absence. 


Wasuinaton, August 28.—[Special.J— 
There were eight members of the house com- 
mittee on foreign affairs present at the mect- 
ing today—five democrats and three republi- 
eans. Again the president’s message asking 
additional retaliatory power, and the Wilson 
bill granting him the same, were informally 
discussed. 

Mr. Chipman then moved that a committee 
of three, including Acting Chairman Mc- 
Creary, be appointed to investigate the sub- 
ject, collate all the treaties and statutes bear- 
ing upon it, and report to the full committee 
at 10 o’clock on Thursday morning. The sub- 
committee is composed of Messrs. McCreary, 
Chipman and Hitt. 

Of course it is too early just yet to predict 
exactly what the sub-committee will report, 
but Mr. Norwood said, immediately after the 
meeting, that during the informal talk in- 
dulged in there was no indication of any dif- 
ference of opinion between the democrats and 
republicans of the committee, and it was high- 
ly probable that there would be @ unanimous 
report of the Wilson bill to the house. The 
clause, “except Canada,” in the following sen- 
tence of the bill will probably be stricken, as 
the committee are unable to comprehend its 
exact use. : 

“Tt shall be lawful for the president in his discre 
tion, by proclamation to that eflect, to suspend in 
whole, orin part, the transportation in bond and 
withont the payment of duty, of goods, wares, 
merchandise, imjorted or exported from any for- 
eign country (except Canada) to or from the British 
dominions in North America across the territory of 
the United States.” 

It is the opinion of the committee that the 
above mentioned clause got intothe bill by 
some error, possibly at the printing ojfice, but 
before anything is definitely determined upon, 
Secretary Fairchild will be consulted by the 
sub-committee. Mr. Norwood says he thinks 
aroportcan be made to the house on Thurs- 
day. 

THOSE PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 

Senator Hale, of Maine, criticized the presi- 
dent severely today for signing public building 
bills in the south and northern democratic 
states, when he vetoed similar bills in republi- 
can states. He referred to the Greenville, S. 
C., the Helena, Ark., and several Texas bills. 

Senator Berry, of Arkansas, made a brief 
reply, in which he effectually cleared the 
president of the charge of party partiality by 
showing that the bills signed were for places 
where a federal court exists, while in the ones 
vetoed there were none. The charges were 
proved groundless by showing that the Colum- 
bus, Ga., as well as Allentown, Pa., and other 
bills were vetoed, whether they were in demo- 
cratic or republican states, because of no 
courts existing in these places. 

IN THE MATTER OF TRUSTS. 

The democrats have decided to give the re- 
publican party and Mr. Blaine all they want 
about trusts. 

They will caucus on the subject’ of trusts 
in a few days and it is almost certain the pian 
they will decide upon will be to push througn 
the several bills introduced by Mr. Beckin- 
ridge, of Arkansas. 

Mr. Beckinridge said to your correspondent 
today: | 

“The bills Ihave introduced are for the 
most part of the rules of reduction proposed in 
the Mills bill. It is becoming evident that the 
senate will do nothing to reduce the taxes, and 
I have singled out these items which relate 
purely to abuses by trusts to see if they will 
not help toreduce the trusts. Each biileés 
limited to a single item to prevent no compli- 
cations.” , 

‘Will the senate pass them ?”’ 

“T hardly think so. They will quibble and 
make all sorts of pretenses and do nothing. 
The republican party is the party of cenitrali- 
gation and trusts, and monopolies are the 
logical results of their policy. They grew up 
under the republican party. Laws were made 
and are now keptup toreduce and maintain 
them. Already Mr. Blaine and others are 
beginning to qualify the evils, and soon they 
Willopenly call them biessings. Under such 
circumstances, I do not expect the republican 
senate to lessen the power of the trusts to ex- 
tort money from the people.”’ 

“How do you propose to 
power?” 

“By lowering the protection tariff, of course. 
Foreign competition will bring them down to 
reasonable prices.’’ 

“Suppose trusts were broken up: 
then ?”’ 

“Then domestic competition would make 
the same reduction in prices. It is the prices 
we are after. The extortion of moncy is the 
evils. Conspiracy cannot always be proven. 
This is the difficult part of the question. You 
can reach the same prices by a judicious wid- 
ening of the range of competition. This can 
be done by lowering or repealing the duties as 
the case may require.’’ — 

“What trust do you deal with?” 

‘‘Bagging, sugar, steel rails, alcohol, coal 
oil, cotton seed oil, copper, and lumber. These 
are typical abuses and necessary articles. I 
think we ought to push these strong and sali- 
ént features of our monopoly laws singly and 
unceasingly at the republicans and keep the 
issue clearly and sharply drawn. We draw 
the line between labor and trusts. They don’t, 
and in the name of labor their monopolies are 
forever trimming and getting or maintaining 
special and oppressive legislation.”’ 

MR. TURNER’S LEAVE. 

There was quite a discussion over Mr. 
Turner's request for ten days’ leave. 

Shortly after the house convened this morn- 
ing Mr. Cariton moved that Mr. Turner be 
granted a leave of absence for ten days. When 
the vote was taken there were a few noes, and 
Mr. Brown, of Indiana, said he thought it all 
wrong to grant this leave unless a quorum Was 
present, and therefore called for a division. 

Judge Crisp asked unanimous consent to 
withdraw the motion, which was, however, 
objected to. A vote was then taken—ayes 
106, noes 3. No quorum was called, 
when Judge Crisp again asked _ to 
withdraw his request, stating that his col- 
league did not desire to delay the business of 
the house.

WARNER MILLER NOMINATED. 


The Republicans of New York in Convention 
—Extracts From Their Platform. 


SaratoGa, N. Y., August 28,—The republi- 
can state convention met here today. General 
B. F. Tracy, of Brooklyn, waschairman, Ex- 
Senator Warner Miller was nominated for gov- 
ernor by acclamation, and Colonel S. V. R. 
Cruger,of New York,for lientenant-governor on 
the first ballot. The nominations were made 
unanimous. Judge William Rumsey, of Steu- 

i county, Was nominated for judge of the 
court of appeals. 

The platform approves the Chicago platform 
and ratifies the nominations of Harrison and 
Morton. The following is the third section: 

The republiean senators in congress in rejecting 
the the treaty relative to fisheries negotiated with 
Great Britain acted in accordance with the dictates 
of just patriotism and correctly asserted American 
rights and national houor; whild the message of 
President Cleveland, transmiteed on the 238d of 
August, is a coniession that his administration has 
been wrossly negligent of its duties on the protec- 
tion of American fisheries and has invited new an- 
noyances and aggressionsou the part of the Cana- 
dians by failure to make manful protests 
and to employ the peaceful means of self- 
defence committed to him, The republican 
party favors a foreign policy which 
shaildono wrong to the weakest neighbor, and 
shall brook no in ilignity from any power on earth; 
aud by insisting on fair play on sea andland shall, 
through justice, msure peace with all nations, 

The sixth section says; Tne republican party une- 
quivocably condemns the course of Governor Hill 
in obstructing, by his vetovs, the acts for increasing 
the fees for iicenses, by which a larger share of cost 
of government might be levied on the liquor trafic; 
and we approve the efforts of the republicans in the 
last legislature upon the liquor question, 
especially on passiag the act 
nullited hysuch executive action to restrict that tratf- 
fic by charges which would lift some of burdens of 
laxations caused by the liquor trafiic from the home 
and farm; and we believe that such charges should 
pe advanced to a standard similar to those success- 
fuliy enforced in other states under republican 
control. 

The seventh and eighth sections demand 
further legislation to prohibit the influx of 
pauper and criminal immuigrations and a revi- 
sion of the naturalization and immigration 
laws. 

The ninth fayors the enactment of prison 
laws Which, while providing for the employ- 
ment of prisoners, shall prevent the product of 
their labor from competing with that of the 
wageworker. ‘The remainder of the platform 
is devoted to exclusively to state affairs.

IN BLOOMINGDALE ASYLUM, 


Robert Garrett Under Confinement—Story 
of a Night Encounter. 

PHILADELPHIA, August 28.—[Special.J]—A 
New York telegram says that there is no 
doubt of Robert Garrett’s confinement at the 
Bloomingdale asylum, and that he is incura- 
bly demented. The trouble is paresis, the 
medical term for softening of the brain, 

The daily bulletins about his condition are 
issued from the Brevoort house, but the 
patient is not there. 

His condition is described as being very 
much like thatof the late John McCullough 
during his illness, and but little hope is enter- 
tained of his recovery. The illness dates back 
to a recent trip to Europe, though it is doubt- 
less due to overwork in managing the affairs of 
the Baltimore and Ohio system. 

At Richtield Springs he grew worse and it 
was determined to remove him. With his 
wife and daughter, his family physician and 
three male attendants, he went in his private 
car. 

The story of that night is a thrilling one. 

The family physician had been asleep but a 
short time when he was awakened by a blood- 
curdling shriek. Springing to his feet he saw 
Mr. Garrett, as naked as when he came into 
the world, fairly flying through the car. The 
shrieking man rushed to one of the doors and 
attempted to open it. Finding this impossi- 
ble, he turned upon the men in the party, who 
were now pursuing him. The battle which 
ensued is described by one of the participants 
as the most dreadful sight he ever witnessed. 
Mr. Garrettis still young, and is broad-should- 
ered and physically vigorous. His Princeton 
training made him anathlete. The six strong 
men who sprang upon him found it almost 
impossible to conirol without hurting him, 
end meanwhile two terrorized women moaned 
in agony of mind. 

Mr. Garrett’s delusion was that he had Jay 
Gouid confined in a cell, ‘‘where,”’ to use his 
own language, “I intend keeping him until he 
rots.”’ His perverted mind made him believe 
that while he wasasleep several of Gould’s 
nmiinions, armed with knives and revolvers, 
came tothe side of his berth and threatened 
to killhimif he did not release their chief. 
When he fled they pursued him, and he im- 
agined that his physician, the nurses and his 
friends were those pursuers. He battled with 
them all night long, and one of those engaged 
in the terrible strife said, concerning it, that 
the incidents of that night will never pass 
from his memory. 


THE MILLS BILL DID IT. 


Ben Gratz Talks Concerning the Cotton 
sagging Trust—Why It Was Formed. 

New OrvEANS, La., August 28.—The States 
this afterneon published an interview with 
Ben Gratz, of St. Louis, the originator of the 
cotton bagging ‘‘combine.”’ 

Graiz denies that there is anything resem- 
bling atrust in the combine. He says the 
Mills bill, reducing the duty on jute, made the 
combine possible, and that they took advan- 
tage of the circumstances. 

He also says that reducing the duty on jute 
will render bagging machery useless and that 
owners desire to get what they can out of the 
bagging ‘‘squeeze;’’ that whatever they do 
must be done this season. He thinks the 
price of bagging will go up fifteen cents per 
pound. 

Will Fight the Trust.

INSURANCE MEN SETTLE IT. 


They Will Not Take Risks on Cotton Covered 
With Cotton Cloth. 

RALEIGH, N. C., August 28.—[Special.]— 
Some cotton planters are, in accordance with 
the suggestions of the Farmers’ Alliance and 
State grange, using cotton cloth instead of 
bagging. 

New cotton has arrived at Lourinburg 
packed in cloth, and inquiry has been made if 
this cotton can be marketed at Wilmington. 
Insurance agents have been approached on 
the subject and say that they cannot take fire 
or marine risks on bales of cotton of this kind. 
This virtually setiles the question as to factors 
there being able to handle cotton baled in cot- 
ton cloth. Factories inthe state will take 
cotton thus covered. 

If the farmers get the idea that there is any 
sort of scheme to force them into buying bag- 
ging from the trust there certainly will be 
trouble. The Alliance proposes to take hold 
of the matter with astrong hand and it cer- 
tainly has the power to do it.

| GROVER’S ECONOMY. 


Republican Senators Attack the 
Democratic Administration 


AND THEY ARE SEVERELY REBUKED. 


The Figures are Dead Against Them-—The 
Resolution Concerning the President’s 
Action in the Fisheries Matter. 


WasHINGTon, August 28—The senate 
took into consideration the conference report 
on the sundry civil appropriation bill and was 
addressed at considerable length by Mr. Alli- 
son in explanation of it, and a general defense 
of the action of the senate itself, as contrasted 
with that-of the house. 

In the closing portion of Allison’s long 
speech ou the appropriation bills, he stated 
the total appropriations for the current fiscal 
year, not includigg what are called ‘“‘perma- 
nent appropriation,’’ would amount to three 
hundred and six millions; that including per- 
manent appropriation they would amount to 
four hundred and twenty-one millions; and 
that estimated revenue would be four hundred 
and forty millions, or only nineteen millions 
more than the expenditures. 

In both, the receipts and expenditures of 
the postofiice department are included. 

CHARGES AGAINST THE ADMINISTRATION. 

He also furnished a table to show that the 
expenditures of the government for the four 
years of Mr. Cleveland’s administration ex- 
ceed, by ninety-five millions, the expenditures 
for four years of Garfield’s and Arthur’s ad- 
ministration. 

Mr. Hale commented on these figures and 
on Mr, Allison’s entire statement the re- 
mark that thus, one by one, the illusions about 
the economy of the present administration 
faded away. 

Mr. Beck said that with the exception of two 
years, we had had a democratic house of rep- 
resentatives during all the time covered by tire 
statement submitted by Mr. Allison, which 
had taken very great care that all administra- 
tions should be economical, 

What had been spent since the democratic 
administration came into power had been well 
expended, he thought, with one or two excep- 
tions, and the people knew what had _ been 
done with the money. When money had been 
spent for a navy 

WE HAD GOT A NAVY 

to show for it, and prior to the democratic ad- 
ministration, hundreds of millions had been 
spent and we got nothing and the increase of 
this year’s appropriations over those of last 
year were accounted for, perhaps, entirely by 
deficiencies in the river and harbor bill, guns 
and armaments. We had more light houses 
now than formerly; the geological survey cost 
more thanit did last year. Take $20,000,000 
of the surplus, add toit $12,000,000 from the 
river and harbor and eight from the deficien- 
cies chargable to former years and that made 
$40,000,000 of surplus. Then $50,000,000 of 
sinking fund might very well be added and that 
would make ninety millions of surplus. 

Mr. Beck closed witha brief review of the 
general financial situation, and paid 

A COMPLIMENT TO MR, ALLISON 
for his firmness and zeal as chairman of the 
committee on appropriations, declaring that 
matters in that committee had been deter- 
mined upon their merits and not with regard 
to partisan considerations. 

Mr. Saulsbury thought it well that the atten- 
tion of the country should becalled to the 
matter of public expenditures, and had no 
doubt that the committee on appropriations 
had been vigilant and careful. He declared 


“that the president of the United Staves had no 


control over appropriations, and congress alone 
was chargéable with any extravagance which 
might exist. He said there had been mani- 
fested since the beginning of this session a 
purpose on the part of the republican senate to 
increase the expenses of the government, so as 
to reduce the surplus, by extravagant expendi- 
tures. 
SOME FIGURES TO DIGEST. : 

Mr. Vest made citations from the ‘list of 
appropriations for public bnildings from 1879 
to 1885, stating that Maine had received 82,- 
231,114, as compared with $309,317, for Ar: 
kansas, $619,517 for Alabama, and $514,000 
for Georgia. If the senator from Maine could 
talk about the unequal distribution of public 
money for public buildings, he (Vest) could 
commend that senator’s public audacity. 

Mr. Blackburn took exception to the refer- 
ence by Mr. Hale to the testimony taken by 
his roving committee to investigate the civil 
service, that which investigated the public 
service at Baltimore, Philadelphia and New 
York.

He 
asked, in conclusion, that the chairman of 
that committee would not undertake to mis- 
lead the American senate and the people by 
what, he had no hesitation in declaring, was a 
perversion and debauching of unpublished tes- 
timony. If the senator wanted to rely upon 
the testimony, let him bring it into the senate. 
He challenged and defied the senator to do so. 

Mr. Hale said that every word of testimony 
would be presented to the senate and the sena- 
tors would have an opportunity to examine it. 
The work was not done by any means. 

Pending disposition of the conference re- 
port, the senate went into secret session.

brought into the criminal courtroom at 10 
o'clock today to be tried on a charge of assault 
Withintent to murder. His case had just 
been dalled, and he wasstanding facing the 
jury, When he suddenly uttered a groan and 
fell to the floor dead. Heart disease was the 
cause, He wasa healthy, strong-looking ne- 
gro, about thirty years old. 

A special from Jasper, forty miles west of 
this city, says: At Day’s Gap yesterday, Mar- 
shal Williamson and Deputy Lee Williams 
went to the house of James Gurgins to arrest 
him.

FIFTEEN WERE DROWNED. 


A Grounded Steamer Goes to Pieces—The 
. Crew Lost. 

Ste. FirAviz, Quebec, August 28.--On Sat- 
urday last the steamship Bratsberg, coal 
laden, on her way from Sydney to Montreal, 
struck arock at Cape Chatte and was dam- 
aged considerably. She was headed for the 
shore at once to keep her afloat and went 
aground Saturday night near Ste. Felicite, 
niné miles below Matene, from which place 
Captain Neilson telegraphed Sunday to Que- 
bec for assistance. 

A fearful storm came up Sunday night, and 
the captain was forced, on Monday, to aban- 
don the vessel, taking off with him two lady 
passengers. The crew, composed of seventeen 
men, were left on board. They remained until 
morning, when the steamer began to break up. 
They took to two small boats, but soon after 
leaving the steamer, both boats were upset and 
fifteen out of seventeen were drowned. 

Twelve bodies have been recovered. Assist- 
ance telegraphed for from Quebec had not 
reached the wreck at 8 p. m. | 


ANOTHER STAMPEDE. 


A Mute and a Wagon Stir Up a Meeting in 
Charleston. 

CHARLESTON, S. C., August 28.—[Special.]— 
The mass meeting here tonight to hear B. R. 
Tillman, the agricultural apostle, was largely 
attended. The speech was devoted mainly to 
an attack on Captaiu Dawson, of the News 
and Courier, to Which that gentleman replied 
in very vigorous terms. Both speakers, in fact, 
were warm. 

There was no bass drum earthquake this 
time, although there was something very 
nearly like it. The mail wagon tried to drive 
through the crowd. 

Some one shouted: “Shoot the mule,’’ and 
about 1,000 negroes on the outskirts of the 
crowd stampeded. Noone was injured, how- 
ever, and the meeting passed off withouta 
fracas, although it looked very squally at 
times.

The Situation of Jacksonville 
Less Favomable. 


THREE DEATHS ON YESTERDAY. 


List of the Victims—The Conference at 
Orange—A Prospective Outlet— 
Other News of the Fever. 


JACKSONVILLE, August 28.—[Special.]—The 
day opened gray and dall, but by 10 o’clock 
the sun shone out brightly and there was 
every prospect of a severely hot day. <A 
shower fell about 11:30, and it has rained at 
intervals ever since. At 6o’clock it is clear 
and cool, 

Nothing of more serious import in the situa- 
tion so far today. Atthe usual hour for the 
meeting of the executive committee of the 
Sanitary association, no quorum was present, 
owing to the absence of several at the Orange 
Park conference. The meeting, therefore, 
adjourned, to hear report of conference com- 
mittee at 10 a. m. Wednesday. 

THE CONFERENCE AT ORANGE PARK. 

The conference committee, consisting of 
Colonel J. J. Daniel, Dr. R. B. Daniel, Pat 
McQuaid. P. E. McMurray and Alderman 
Gerow (acting for the city government in the 
absence of Acting Mayor Archibald) took the 
6:40 train this morning for Orange Park, 
about sixteen miles south on the St. John’s 
river opposite Mandarin. <A special train from 
Palatka met them there, bearing representa- 
tives from the boards of health of Clay, St. 
Johns, Putnam,. Volusia, Orange, Polk, Lake 
Marion and Osceola counties. The represen- 
tation was varied, each county having from 
one to three men present. Alachua, one of 
those asked to the conference, wus the only 
one not represented. 

There were present also Mr. Alfred Bishop 
Mason, vice-president of the Jacksonville, 
Tampa and Key West railway, J. E. In- 
graham, president South Florida railroad, Cap- 
tain Jarvis, superintendent St. Augustine and 
Palatka railroad, and Christopher Hale, repre- 
senting DeBary-Baya line of river steamships 
—in all about fifty people. 

The conference was held in a grove just out- 
side the village. Colonel Daniel was called 
upon to preside and accepted. A south Florida 
man was chosen secretary, and the chairman 
stated the object of the meeting. He set forth 
what it was that Jacksonville asked and con- 
sidered herself entitled to, and made three 
propositions: 

First, that Jacksonville people with clean 
bills of health be given a through passage 
northward, in closed and guarded cars, if nec- 
essary, but at allevents under any reasonable 
restrictions or surveillance which may be im- 
posed. 

Second, that all through freights to south- 
ern points from Jacksonville be given unob- 
structed passage. 

Third, that a wise discrimination be exer- 
cised over local freights between various points 
in the different counties—its character to de- 
termine its freedom: from possible infection. 

Remarks were made by neafly all present, 
and a general interchange of views had. The 
first two points were acceded to. The last 
proposition was referred to a committee of 
five for further information and investigation. 

»Colonel Daniel’s committee will report result 
of their conference in detail at the meeting 
Wednesday morning. The utmost harmony 
prevailed, and it is hoped much good will come 
of it.

The third raph provides for teh. days 
detention of all persons arriving at Camp 
Perry, and says a special daily trate will ran 
between Jaskconville and Camp Perry for the 
purpose of conveying persons from Jacksone 
ville, and such other Catanes as may be inch 
dent thereto; and at the expiration of the dee 
tention period they will be taken to Waycross 
and then allowed to proceed to their destina- 
tion without further detention, 

The fourth paragraph says railway agents, 
conductors or other persons in charge of trains 
south, and including those of the Savannah, 
Florida and Western railroad, will not receive 
persons from the infected places on board 
trains except to refuge camp, as provided in 
paragraph one of this circular{ and slee ing 
cars will not be allowed to proceed south 
Waycross, Georgia, until the cessation of the 
epidemic. 

Paragraph five says: An additional refage 
camp, under the same reguiations as those 
governing Camp Perry, will be established in the 
mountains of North Carolina, the site here.

cable. 

From Another Source, 

New ORLEANS, August 28.—A special from 
Jacksonville says; > Today the exodus begam 
and the health train was filled with people 
who were scared by the large list of new cases. 
Tomorrow’s train will also carry off many peo+ 
ple who are advised to go, for those wha re= 
main must be strong, else they will be apt te 
furnish food for the fever. Our people seem 
hopeful that the vigorous quarantine now 
maintained will be relaxed somewhat, but if 
the fever increases there is slight hopes of the 
desired relief going into effect. 

The situation is less favorable, as this dam 
murky weather is very unfavorable, and it 
expected that the next outbreak of the fever 
will creep up into surprising figures. Still the 
disease is very mild and the mortality very 
slight. Hence many are encouraged, but the 
doctors say thatin all likelihood the disease 
will now speed its course. 

The colored people are now catching it and 
are becoming alarmed, and if it would pro 
duce a stampede amorg them the people here 
would be devoutly thankful. 

Tightening the Lines in Macon. 
Macon, Ga., August 28.—[Special.]—The 
city council, at the meeting tonight, adopted 
two resolutions of the board of health, oaks 
the co-operation of council to place a quaran- 
tine inspector on all trains running into the 
city from any direction, sothat no refugees 
can stop here who passing through Macon and 
stopping at stations beyond might seek to re- 

turn here. 

The council authorized the mayor to co-opere 
at@ with the board of health. The police were 
also instructed to keep a sharp watch on all 
strangers inthe city and learn whether they 
came from infected districts; ifso, to make 
them leave town. This is especially applicable 
to negroes.

The Florida Colony Indignant at the Present 
State of Affaira. 


If the managers of the Savannah, Florida 
and Western railroad had been in Atlanta 
yesterday they would have had an opportunity 
to make some explanation of their action in ree 
fusing to accept passenger business out of 
Jacksonville. 

If Governor Perry had been in the city, he 
also would have had a chance to defend hime 
self from the charge of having tritied with the 
situation in Florida previous to the recent out. 
break of yellow fever in Jacksonville, 

Surgeon-General Hamilton, who is said to 
take his trip in a special chair car furnished by 
the Savannah, Florida and Western, might 
also have taken advantage of the opportunity 
to say a word or two on this subject and othere 
wise explain. * 

These opportunities for explanation were of- 
fered by the speeches made at a meeting of 
several prominent members of the Florida 
colony, which was held at the Fast Tennessee 
headquarters in the Kimball house, last even- 
ing. : , 
The meeting was called for the purpose of 
taking some action for the relief of the people 
in Jacksonville who, by the arbitrary action of 
the Savannah, Florida and Western, are 
barred from the privileges of rail transportae 
tion away from the fever stricken city. 

The meeting was well attended and there 
was no time lost in getting down to business, 
and the result shows that the Florida people 
whé have been fortunate in getting away from 
the danger of infection, do not forget their 
friends. 

Mr. E. R. Van Buren was chosen chairman 
of the meeting,and§Mr. J. B. Hessacted as sece 
retary. ben Hopkins, of the East Tennessee, 
stated the object of the meeting, alluding to 
the effect the recent order of the Savannah, 
Florida and Western would have,and showing 
what hardships it would make on the people 
of Jacksonville who were anxious to 
leave the city. Mr. Hopkins moved the ape 
pointment of a committee to wait on Governor 
Gordon, for the purpose of bringing executive 
influence to bearon the matter in the hope 
that some relief could be secured, 

Mr. Hopkins was followed by Mr. P. 
Walters, of Jacksonville, and-to say that he 
‘‘roasted’’ the Savannah, Fiorida and Western 
would be putting it mild. There was only one 
reservation made by Mr. Walters, and that 
was based on the question as to whether the 
ofticials of that road were to blame for the 
— state of affairs. If they are, Mr. 

Valters’s speech will make them squirm. He 
said: 

‘‘What right has the Savannah, Florida and 
Western to refuse to carry passengers away 
from Jacksonville? Certainly the law does 
not give them the right to refuse business in 
the way they are now doing, and if they are to 
blame in this matter the law should be made 
to reach them. 

‘I think, Mr. Chairman, that what wowant 
to find out as soon as possible is where to place 
the blame. 

‘*You are nearly ali aware of the Savannah, 
Florida and Western’s connection with Wa 
cross. They own thestation ; they own near 
allthe grounds around it. You nearl 1 
know that the mayoranda majority of the 
city council of Waycross are employes of this 
road, and perhaps this may account for a part 
of the present condition of aifairs in that soe- 
tion. We want to find out, and that quickly, 
who is to blame in this matter, but our freadg 
in Jacksonville can find ont better than we 
can, and for that reason I am in favor of going ~ 
there for information. 

“There are people here who say tliat the 
Savannah, Florida and Western managers do 
not want to run trains and carry passengers 
out of Jacksonville because fhey are having

A flecting vision of arms 
and leg, wildly waving, and a body, as it struck 
the ground with a thud, was seen, The darky left 
his baggage, which looked very much like it needed 
fumigation. The ccnductor backed the train to 
the spot, thinking the darky was killed or badly 
hurt, but he was nowhere to be seen. A round 
hole in the ground where his head struck was the 
only sign of his presence, Forwnately he had lit 
0g bis bead, This say ed his life.’ 


The Lumpkin Independent, in giving the ac- 
count of Mites Kénnedy’s return to Americus, 
which place he left as a soldier in the early years of 
the war, says: ‘‘Stewart county could have @ later 
return than Kennedy if he could be induced to 
come back to his old home.

A MONSTER ‘MEETING. 


The Ram Rackers Turn Out in Fall Force 
in Augusta. 

Avowsta, Ga., August 26.—[Special.]—The 
rain racker mass meeting tonight to ratify the 
nomination of Hon. T. C. Gibson, of Gla-s 
cock, was a monster affair. There were about 
two thousand men assembled in the court 
house yard, and president Charles Estes, of 
the King mills, was chosen chairman. Twenty 
vice-presidents were elected, representing dif- 
ferent professions and avocations in life. Res- 
olutions were adopted ratifying the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Gibson for the senate; declaring 
mass meetibns undemocratic which are held 
at any hour ether than after the usual and cus- 
tomary busines@&ud working hours; indorsing 
the administration of Governcr Gordon; the 
administration of President Cleveland and the 
tariff reform policy, and ratified the nomina- 
tion of Governor Gordon for a second term. 

Speeches were made by Hon. William T. 
Gary and Mr, P. J. Sullivan, in support of the 
resolutions, in vindication of the democracy 
of the ram rackers and declaring’ against ring 
rule. 

It was perhaps the largest assembly of men 
ever gathered at a political meeting in. Rich- 
mond county, the overwhelming majority of 
them being employes in the factories, or ram 
rackers, as they have come to be known. They 
carried many torches and a cannon was fired a 
number of times in front of the courthouse be- 
fore the meeting. Transparencies with vari- 
ous mottoes jy keeping with the spirit of the 
meeting were carried in the procession, and 
one notable feature was a wagon containing @ 
coffin with an illuminated banner announcing 
the death of the ring. It was numerically a 
tremendous meeting. What per centage of 
those present are legal voters it would be difl- 
cult to approximate.

Brutal Treatment at the Hands of a Whip- 
ping oss—Getting Ready for the State 
Fair—New Registration Law. 


Macon, Ga., August 28.—[Special.]—John 
Gawhorn is a young white man, well known 
about town, who was sent to the chain gang 
last April charged witif/etealing a waich from 
another white man. Gawhorn has served his 
time on the county chain gang, and is free 
once more. He gave THe CoNSsTITUTION cor- 
respondent today an account of how he was 
treated on the gang, and if his story was cor- 
rect he was badly abused. Gawhorn directs 
his chief complaint against Frazier Glozier, 
the whipping boss of the gang, and says he 
thinks he will take out a warrant for Glozier’s 
arrest. 

Gawhorn says Glozier whipped him unmer- 
cifully one day seventy lashes and drew the 
blood every cut he made. Sometimes the 
blood spurted several inches ont of the lacera- 
ted flesh, and Glozier would show no mercy, 
Gawhorn says a negro tried to steal some peas 
his mother sent him and he threw a cup at the 
negro breaking it. Glozier accused Gawhorn 
of being angry, and this Gawhorn denied, 
saying he did not wish the negro to take his 
peas. Glozier started at him to i. him, and 
Gawhorn showed fight, having a knife} in his 
hand atthe time. Gloziercalled for help, and 
quite a number jumped on him and hauled 
him to the ground and Glozier then proceeded 
to whip him seventy-five lashes in the manner 
described. The foregoing is Gawhorn’s ac- 
count. Glozier is out in the country with the 
gang and could not be seen to give his state- 
ment. Perhaps, it may differ materially froin 
Gawhorn’s. 

Gawhoin claims to be a much injured man 
in more ways than one. He says he was sent 
to the chaingang by false swearing, and that 
the man who swore he stole the watch is not 
willing to sign a paper stating that he swore to 
an untruth.

GETTING READY. 

Preparing the Exposition Houses for the 
Great State Fair. 

Macon, Ga. <Aug., 28.—{Special.]— 
This afternoon Mayor Price went to the 
park and made a careful inspection of the 
stables preparatory for use at the state fair. He 
found the stables in wretched condition, and 
will immediately have the work of rebuilding 
commenced, <A great deal of the lumber now 
in the stables can be utilized, and he will see 
to it that as much of it as pogsible shall be put 
into the new stables. None of the present 
covers of the stables are in fit condition for 
further use and many thousand of shingles 
will have tobe used. He has already, or will 
immediately give an order for fifteen thousand 
shingles and will order more as the work pro- 
gresses and requires it. 

The mayor will also change the present run 
of the stables, and will build two long rows 
facing each other, so that every stall will have 
a front view and no one stall will be more con- 
venient or advantageous than another. Such 
is not the case with the present arrangement, 
and the change will be a decided improve- 
ment. A person can thus walk down one row 
and up the other, and get a good view of all 
the stock. The indications are that the stock 
exhibit at the coming state fair will be the 
largest and most beautiful ever seen in Geor- 
gia, and Mayvur Price proposes that the exhibi- 
tors shall have good stalls in which to keep 
their stock. 

Mayor Price did not inspect the main build- 
ings yesterday. This he wiil do, with those 
competent architects and builders, Messrs. D. 
B. Woodruff and T. C. Hendrix. The in- 
spection will be thorough, and their report 
will be laid before the council, and every 
necded repair essential to the preservation and 
safety of the buildings will be made. 

It will be remembered that at the last meet- 
ing of council President Northen and 
Secretary Nisbet, of the Georgia Agricult- 
ural society, went before council and 
requested that council build a new and special 
house for the poultry exhibit. Thé matter was 
referred to the mayor and the public property 
committee. Itis probable that this poultry 
house petitioned for will not be built this year, 
as council does not feelable to incur the ex- 
pense at this time. The poultry display may, 
therefore, be made at the hippodrome. This 
probable action by council is not given authori- 
tatively, butit is so rumored from reliable 
sources.

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PRIMARY ELECTIONS. 

Macon’s New Registration Law Perfected 
and Keady for Adoption. 

Macon, Ga., August 28—[Special. |—The ex- 
ecutive committee of the Citizens Reform as- 
sociation held a very important session this 
evening on the second floor of Masonic hall. 
it met for the purpose of perfecting the new 
registration bill, a brief outline of certain 
points in the bill being published in Toe Con- 
STITUTION of today. The features of the bil] 
as thus published were adopted. 

A most excellent feature of the bill, one not 
before publicily mentioned, relates to primary 
elections. It requires that all primaries shall 
be conducted under the same laws and restric- 
tions that apply to general elections, with pen- 
alties for illegal voting in every shape, This 
will prevent repeaters from getting in their 
disgraceful work, such as has prevailed time 
and again in primary elections in Bibb county. 
Primaries as at present conducted have often 
poses high swindlers, but.with penalties for 

legal voting and repeating, the primary will be 

fairly and squarely conductsd and honest men 
can have ashow. A member of the reform 
association is the authority for the statement 
that in the recent primary race for nomina— 
tions to the legislature, he stood by the polls 
and saw over twenty minors yote, unchal- 
lenged and unquestioned. There was no law 
to prevent them as in general elections, and 
thus the ballot box became stuffed with illegal 
votes, both from minors and adults who went 
from precinct to precinct and voted early, late 
and oiten—soitischarged. — — __ 

It is understood that certain members of the 
executive committee at first strongly opposed 
the appointing of the registration commission- 
ers by the mayor and council; they said the ob- 
ject of the association and the bill was to keep 
the registration entirely out of the hands of the 
mayor and aldermen, but wiser and more con- 
servrtive reformers argued thatit would be a 
hard fight, perhaps, to get the registration bil] 
adopted even with the appointing power rest- 
ing in the hands of the city couccil, but with 
this power commissioned to others certain 
defeat stared the bill in the face. It 
had been claimed by some that the registra 
tion bill was a slap at the mayor and council- 
but with the neivilese given them of appoint- 
ing the five commissioners, they pes: ys not 
reasonably object to the bill, and would neces- 
sarily appoint good men,as the eye of the

sions would be yearly exy@ring, and no council 
after the first will have the apppinting of the 
entire commission, and even if the commission 
has disposed to do wrong once, it 
could not keep up the practice all 
the time, for with new appointments 


constantly occurring, it was reasonable to sup- 


pose that the majority of the board would be 
composed of good men. After one term, a 
commissioner would be forever ineligible. 
This line of argument broke down the rae 
tion to the appointment of the commissidners 
by the mayor and council, and the bill as 
sxelotonized in the foregoing was adopted by 
the committee. The bill will be submitted to the 
entire reform association for adoption before 
it is given in its entirety for publication. The 
general machinery of the bill will then be 
knewn,

Macon, Ga., August 28.—[Special.]—“It is 
true that Iam a candidate for the office of 
ordinary, but do not let my candidacy in any 
way effect. your conduct; but you must go 
ahead and discharge your duty as- fearlessly, 
faithfully and strictly, without favor or affec- 
tion to any man, just as you have always done 
in the past.” 

Such were the manly words spoken to-

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Campaign Prospects. 

So far as the democrats are concerned, 
the prospects of the campaign are as bright 
asthe most enthusiastic could desire. In 
fact, they could not, at this stage of the 
contest, be brighter. A few weeks ago the 
republicans appeared to have slightly the 
advantage. There appeared to be some 
alarm, especially in the east, in regard to 
the charge of free trade brought against the 
democratic party by republican writers and 
speakers.

™% The Story of a Registered Letter. 
_ Some days agoa bank in Portland, Ore- 
gan, mailed a registered package containing 
$10,000 to a ‘SY York bank. | 

The money afled to reach its destination, 
and there isa big flurry over the affair. 
The loss was not discovered uatil the pack- 
age was opened in New York, and now the 
question of the hour is, where was the 
money stolen and who is the guilty party? 
The New York dailies have taken a hand 
in the matter, and are befuddling the post- 
office inspectors with their theories and 
suggestions. Was the money stolen in 
Portland or in New York? The Herald 
takes the position that it was abstracted 


from the package in New York, but it is. 


just as reasonable to suppose that the rob- 


loser. When the money is lost or stolen 
there is no remedy. 

Let us see how this branch of the mail 
traffic is conducted in a large city, in New 
York for instance. 
at every stage of its progress from the office 
of entry to the office of delivery. A clerk 
takes it at his window, stamps a number on 
it, makes a record of it, and gives the 
sender a receipt bearing this number. When 
the letters accumulate at this window 4 
clerk removes them and gives his receipt for 
each numbered letter. Other clerks classi- 
fy the letters making a record at each new 
step of the passage of the letters through 
the office. : 

These are some of the precautions taken 
before the registered letters are securely 
locked up inthe postal car. They would 
seem to be sufficient to insure safe transit, 
and yet such letters are stalen in the mails 
almost every week. 

People should understand that when they 
register a letter they put dishonest postofiice 
clerks upon notice that the envelope con- 
tains something of value. A sharp and un 
scrupulous clerk, thoroughly acquainted 
with the routine of the office, will sooner or 
later successfully break through the safe- 
guards thrown around these letters. Not 
many years ago a New York postoffice clerk 
stole a package containing thousands of 


dollars from under the noses of the officers’ 


of the registry department. Another clerk 
stole dozens of letters before he was de- 
tected. He was a window clerk, and just 
before his lunch hour he would put a number 
of the letters received at his window in his 
pocket. Wen he got outside he would 
open the letters, take the money, reseal the 
envclope and send them on their way after 
he returned to the ollice, 

The man who stole the Portland letter 
may be found and punished, but the money 
may not be recovered. A case like this is 
well-caleulated to make people question the 
usefulness of the registered lett@ system. 
One suggestion that has been made is wor- 
thy of consideration. It is to pay responsi- 
ble postoflice clerks better salaries. As a 
rule the men inthis service are educated 
men of moré than ordinary intelligence. 
Their work is hard and burdened with 
heavy responsibilities. Yet these clerks are 
barely able to live on their salaries. It is 
no wonder that some of them, a very few, 
be it said to their credit, occasionally yield 
to temptation. It would be well totry the 
experiment of paying them what their ser- 
vices are really worth. In the end it would 
probably make, the postoffice department 
more eflicient, and save money to the 
public.

TorxrKA, Kan., August 28.—George Q, Can- 
non, the well-known Mormon leader, who is a fugi- 
tive from justice, being wanted for violation of the 
Edmunds Jaw, has been in this city for the past 
three days.

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CLEVELAND’S TEN STRIKE. 
The Republican Party in its Death Throes— 
The Fisheries Message. 
From the New York Herald, 

Mr. Cleveland’s message on the fishery 
question is a state paper worthy of Washington or 
Bismarck. It has the originality, the courage of 
genius. It is the act of astrong, patriotic man who 
has a purpose and goes toward it. The ground is 
cut clean from under the republican party. In 
nothing is this more thoroughly seen than in the 
response of Mr. Blaine on Saturday evening—a fee- 
ble, barren answer from the brilhant head of the 
republican party.

Allowing the inquiry, we find in his very early 
years young Harrison’ was admitted to a lim- 
ited library.

He has since drunk deeply ftom 
Dickens, Thackeray and all the modern classics, 
but Walter Scott still holds dominion over his 
tastes. He speaks enthusiastically of him yet, and 
says he went through the Yolume from beginning 
toend, and over and overagafn. In his boyish 
days an uncle presented him with a Vicar of Wake- 
field, and about the same time, upon the recom- 
mendation of his mother, he devoured Pilgrim’s 
Progress, 

In the society library at Farmers’ college he found 
the works of Washington Irving, and they, too, be- 
came his admiration and delight. Occasionally he 
read Cooper’s stories. In the purely historical line 
Hume and Gibbon received the greatest attention 
from him. So that when, at the end of two years in 
Farmers’ college, he was transferred to Miami uni- 
versity, he was so well advanced in study and gen- 
eral information as to atonce enter a junior in the 
latter institution.

day. 

SLACKSHEAR, Ga., August 27.—[Special.]— 
The ofticial bulletin fortodayis: ‘Yellow fever 
cases none; other kind of cases none; deaths 
none. Mr. Ballentine is up, but not ont. A 
Winchester rifle in the hands of a United 
States guard keeps him in. The threatened 
war between the United States and Savannah 
has about blown over, Savannah having been 
routed in the first skirmish. Mr. Hnmphries, 
Savannah’s expert citizen, still langnishes in 
Mr. Balentine’s house, the prisoner of the 
United States. Two queries naturally arise— 
does the United*States, in the person of that 
august personage, Dr. Hutton, believe Mr. 
Balentines has yellow fever and does Savan- 
nah believe it? li Dr. Hutton believes it,jand 
although here several times he has never gone 
in to see Mr. Balentine, could he be so 
cruel and inhuman as to-order a well man con- 
fined for ten days in a house where there is a 
yellow fever patients.§If Savannah believes it, 
would she quietly sit down and see one of her 
most expert citizens treated in this way and 
never offer a protests. It may be that Savan- 
nah is experimenting to see if the disease Mr. 
Balentine has is one that a Savannah man can 
take, Mr. Balentine’s family for eleven days 
having failed to take it. 

The average citizen of Blackshear believes, 
since Savannah took the world away from 
him, that a Savannah man will take angthing, 
and Savannah citizens will be eyed with sus- 
picion for along time tocome. Whether this 
man takes fever ornot, it may be that Savan- 
nah is unfolding her scheme and that itis her 
intention to send her citizens out one at a time 
to have the yellow fever in Blackshear. Black- 
shear acknowledges that she doesn’t under- 
stand these doings, but if they will only keepthe 
fever out of Savannah she will be happy and 
revel in her situation. 

This is Blackshear’s fifth day of isolation, 
and no deaths from starvation yet. 

Savannah has perfected arrangements, how- 
ever, by which the end can be hastened on- 
wards. Under certain restrictions, people can 
come to Blackshear,and once they can provide 
a way to increase the population, and in a way 
keep provisions out, which latter arrangement 
has been carefully attended to, no freighi train 
being allowed to stop within seeing, smelling 
or hearing distance of Blackshear—Savannah, 
it is presumed, hopes to complete the extermi- 
nation of Blackshear in short order. This is 
an arrangement that Blackshear can compre- 
hend and to her it seems reasonable. Of 
course, if by dying, Blackshear 
can save Savannah, the sooner she dies the 
better. In the midst of trying events Black- 
shear still has time to see the feeling of safety 
in Valdosta proceeded by that town’s quaran- 
tine’against her, as seen in the Savannah News 
of yesterday. Blackshear is ready to undergo 
any ordeal to make other towns safe, and espe- 
cially is she doing her best to make Savannah 
feel so, and it is pleasing to her to know that 
her citizens command $25 a head if caught in 
Savannah, while in the little foreign city of 
Waycross they are only bringing $10. LDlack- 
shear has at least effected a treaty with the 
United States by which an exchange of mails 
is arranged, for the delay, itseems, was due to 
our not having a minister plenipotentiary 
at Washington, but Blackshear being bat a 
young country, only five days old, didn’t know 
anything she had to do, the distinguishing 
mark ofa letter from Blackshear will be a 
variegated lot of scroll work on both sides of 
These indicate that any un- 
pleasantness arising from association with the 
United States, that Waycross has had an op- 
portunity of escaping, and that if not escaped, 
the unpleasantness dion’t belong to Black- 
shear. It likewise indicates Blackshear’s devo- 
tion to Savannah and is put on that all the world 
may know it. Blackshear’s —_— is being 
alittle shaken. She can stand some things, 
and some she cannot, and Savannah is hereby 
requested to notify her citizens that when one 
of them goes through Blackshear at the rate of 
thirty miles an hour itis entirely superfluous 
for him to hold bis nose. If thisis necessary, 
however, tosave Savannah, Blackshear will 
insist on superfluities, The, East Tennessee 
train from Jacksonville to Jesup has been 
abandoned, and now there is not a train on a 
road passing through Blackshear but goes to 
Savannah. Blackshear turns toSavannah and 
asks what next. In the meantime, for the in- 
formation for those countries outside of Savan- 
nah aud the United States, which places have 
professienal- and official doctors who know 
everything. Blackshear reports her health—not 
a case on hand and nota refugee from Jack- 
sonville but who has been here more than ten 
days. Undersuch circumstances most towns 
would ask that the quarantine against them be 
lifted. Blackshear knows better. She takes 
what she can get, and nothing from Savannah. 
Long live Savannah. 

AND STILL NO RELIEF IN SIGHT. 

BLACKSHEAR, Ga., August 28—|Special.]— 
This is Blackshear’s sixth day of isolation, 
and the situation is unchanged. Mr. Ballen- 
tine continues well. Mr. Humphreys, Savan- 
nah’s expert citizen, remains in Mr. Ballen- 
tine’s house, the prisoner of Dr. Hutton. The 
guards remain on duty day and night. This is 
the thirtieth day since Mr. Ballentine came 
home sick. The last Jacksonyille refugee 
came in eleven days ago. ‘There is not « case 
of sickness of any description among BElack- 
shear’s one thousand people. Mayor Lester, 
of Savannah, wired for a report of the situation 
today. An honest and healthful report was 
sent him.

THE DR. MARVIN CASE 


Comes Up Again in a Bill of Injunction 
Against the Doctor. 

George W. Marvin is in trouble again. 

The famous old case comes up thistime in 
the shape of a billof injunction filedin the 
clerk’s oflice yesterday. The plaintiffin the 
case is Mrs. Helen Hardy, and Amanda F. 
Parker is co-defendant with the festive doctor. 

The statement of Mrs. Hardy, aiready a 
familiar story in Atlanta, is substantially as 
follows: Georgia Ann Pitts, sister to the 
mother of plaintiff, married John 
R. Pitts in 858, and in 1866 Pitts 
died, leaving considerable property to 
Mrs. Pitts. In September, 1866, Mrs. Pitts 
made a deed of certain property to the plain- 
tiff, then a child of eleven years, whose 
mother, Caroline J. G@. Harris, acted as her 
guardian until she (Mrs. Hardy) was married 
in 1871. 

In 1868, however, the Widow Pitts married 
Mr. P. M. Parks. 

In the early part of 1874 a wandering adven- 
turer from the far west, in destitute circum- 
stances, illiterate, and having no knowledge 
of medicine, came to Atlanta and put out a 
physician sjsign. 

His real or pretended name was George W. 
Maryin. Although not rising to the dignity 
of a quack, as the bill phases it, the man from 
the far west, fitted up an elegant office and ad-* 
vertised extensively Jhimself and his medi- 
cines, 

Mrs. Parks was at this time in feeble health 
and her husband, enticed by the representa- 
tions of the man from the far west, placed her 
under Marviu’s treatment. 

That’s where a mistake was made. 

Soon after this Mr. Parks went on a business 
trip to Columbia, 8. C., and in his absence the 
doctor became very attentive to Mrs. Parks. 
The lady forgot her marriage vows, forgot 
everything but the fascinating doctor. The 
neighbors noticed it, and one of them went so 
far as to write an anonymous letter to Mr. 
Parks in Columbia 

Mr. Parks sent the letter “back to his wife, 
wrote her a long and affectionate letter, profes- 
sing the utmost confidence in her, and made 
no haste about coming home. 

That’s where anotker mistake was made. 

A tew days later the doctor left suddenly for 
East Point, and Mrs. Parks joined him. They 
went together to Lake City, Ila., then to Jack- 
sonville, Little Rock, through Texas to Illi- 
nois, and then back to Atlanta in 1875, living 
everywhere as man and wife. 

The plaintiif goes on to state that Mrs. Parks 
was considerably older than the doctor and had 
no personal charms. After returning to At- 
lanta Mrs. Parks began calling herself Mrs, 
Marvin, and continued to de so until she died, 

After returning to Atlanta the doctor set in 
motion his carefally arranged schemes to get 
hold of the money and property, the result be- 
ing that all the property passed into his hands. 

That’s what the relatives of Mrs. Parks are 
concerned about now. The plaintiff asks that 
a bill of injunction be granted restraining Dr. 
Marvin of incumbering, selling or seer age 
with the property left him by Mrs. Parks, anc 
from handling any of the rents, issues or 
profits. A receiver is prayed for. 

The case promises to be intricate and inter- 
esting from a legal, as well as from a more 
general standpoint.

Yesterday morning Letween eight and nine 
o'clock the ballots cast in the primary for state 
senator were burned in the law office of A. B.

Those of 
the second ward were first consigned to the 
flames, which were afterwards fed in succes- 
sion by the ballots cast in the first, fifth, 
fourth, sixth andthird wards. ~* 

Then the ballots of the precincts were de- 
stroyed in this order: Collins, Adamsville, 
Oak (rove, Blackhall, Peachtree, South 
Bend, Last Point, Cooks, Buckhead, Edge- 
wood and Bryants.

Chairman Culberson, Messrs. A. W. Davis, D. 
A. Cook and A. B, Culberson. 
WHAT MR. STEWART SAYS. 

Mr. Jack Stewart said, yesterday, toa Con- 
STITUTION reporter: 

“T think the whole matter been very 

much exaggerated. Sometime ago I went out 
tosee Chairman Culberson to arrange, on 
Judge Hammond’s part, for managers for the 
rimary. In Mr. Frank Rice’s presence I told 
Chairman Culberson that I woals borrow from 
Ordinary Calhoun the ballot boxes for the use 
of the primary. Judge Calhoun loaned them 
to me on ny promise to see that they were re- 
turned. Monday morning, in the ordinary’s 
office, | renewed this promise in the presence 
of several gentlemen. In the meeting of the 
cominittee it was suggested, and assented to 
by the committee, for the ballots to be 
left with Chairman Culberson. When the 
meeting adjourned the ballots were left in the 
boxes, and I told Chairman Culberson that I 
would take charge of the boxes, and I cer- 
tainly did not intend to mislead him as to the 
ballots. Mr. Hooper Alexander then sug- 
gested to me that we see whether or not the 
yote was strictly a prohibition and anti-prohi- 
bition vote. I acquiesced in the suggestion 
and we took the ballots in the presence of 
geveral gentlemen for an examination of the 
yote. I had been assured by an anti-prohibi- 
tion friend that there was nothing wrong in 
this; that he had looked into the ballots many 
atime. Wewrapped the ballots up and car- 
ried them away at 2 o’clock in the day without 
attempting to conceal our purpose. In- 
deed we told many that we had 
done it and would give them the result of our 
investigation. Messrs. Goodwin, Brown and 
Brandt called about four o’clock in the after- 
noon and said they ought to be returned tothe 
committee. This was the first intimation we 
had that any one considered what we had 
done wrong. We consulted together and de- 
cided to return them to Mr, Culberson if he so 
desired. They have been: returned and havc 
never been looked into. I think noone can 
think justly that we have done anything 
wrong.’’ 

The following card has been received from 
Judge Hammond. The reference to the meet- 
ing in his office was only for the purpose of in- 
dicating which Mr. Stewart was intended: 

EpitorRs CONSTITUTION: Please allow me 
space to say that the first 1 knew of any effort to in- 
spect the ballots cast at the recent primary was 
when I read the papers this morning. I had no 
knowledge or idea that anybody ever had such an 
intention, and would never for one moment have 
considered the quest’ on of giving my sanction to it, 
had it been mentioned to me, I think a voter 
should be absolutely free when he casts his ballot 
and that his ballot should be absolutely sacred 
afier it is cast. I was out of the city on yesterday 
and think that fairness to me would have required 
that your reporter should have so stated, instead of 
suggesting the significance of the fact that Mr, 
Biewart cccupied my office.

THE BAD PEOPLE. 


Events of the Day at the Police 
Station. 


A Negro Cutting Scrape—A Suspicious Char- 
acter Found—A Negro Quarrel— 
Other News of the Day. 


The work of yesterday at the police station 
was quite lively. There was drunkenness, 
violation of sanitary laws, disorderly conguct, 
quarreling, fighting, and almost killing, and 
the officers were busa during the entire day. 


Quill Wallace Cuts John Henry Terrell 
With a Razor. 

There was much slashing with @ razor yes- 
terday afternoon out on Wheat street, and a 
young negro named Quill Wallace did the 
slashing. John Henry Terrell, a negro of 
about the same age, was the one upon whose 
person the slashing was done. The scrape 
happened in_ front of Dr. Couch’s 
drug store on Wheat street, and came near re- 
sulting seriously. The two darkies fell out 
over a pocketknife, which Terrell had handed 
Wallace a few days since. Terrell asked him 
for it, and he refused to give it up, when a 
quarrel ensued. Quill picked up a brick and 
staried after John Henry, but when he caught 
him, he drew out a razor and slashed away, cut- 
ting Terrell badly in two — One cut was 
across the muscles of the left arm and came 
very near severing the artery. The other was 
about a three inch cut just under the left arm. 
The wound bled profusely, but was dressed b 
Dr. Couch shortly after the racket occurred. 
Quill Wallace skipped as soon as the cutting 
was done. The officers have not as yet 
succeeded in arresting him. 

A Suspicious Character Found. 


Captain Couch brought a negro to the 
stationhouse last night for sleeping in a car 
box without permission, and upon investiga- 
tion several suspicious things were revealed. 
The negro isa black one, about six feet in 
height, and says he is thirty-two years old. He 
gave his name as Charley Moore, and said that 
his father is Dave Moore, and that he lives in 
Cumming, Ga. 

It turned up during the questioning that the 
man had once been a convict. He said that 
in August, 1881, he was sentenced to the peni- 
tentiary foreight years for stealing a horse 
from Greene Holbrook, in Cherokee county. 
He was released, according to his statement, 
on the 14th of last July. He said that he came 
down from Rome Monday,and that he intend- 
ed to return to Kingston last night. : He was 
detained at the calabcose for the aforesaid 
charge, and matters will be investigated con- 
cerning him. 

Two Negroes Fight. 

Fannie Curry and Malachi Johnson, a negro 
woman and man, are charged with disorderly 
conduct. They are not relatives of each other, 
but seem to have been pretty good friends un- 
til yesterday, when Fannie vented her spleen 
upon Johnson and got herself in the guard- 
house for her work. 

Johnson went to-her house yesterday, and, 
as she said, choked her. She then cursed and 
swore at him, and when Otticer McGee arrived 
she was fixing to throw a washbowl at him. 
She put this down and picked up a weight, 
and started to use it. 

Both parties were put under arrest. 

Charged With Stealing. 

Three white boys are behind the bars at the 
calaboose, charged with stealing. They are 
Clarence Murray, Noble Allen and Walter 
Martin. Foraday or two several boys have 
been selling pocket knives around town, and 
it was thought that they were stolen. 

Yesterday afternoon about two o'clock, Ofii- 
cers Anderson, Taylor and English ran up ona 
gang of boys fighting in.a lot behind the First 
Presbyterian church. The boys broke and run, 
and after a hard chase Clarence Murray, No- 
ble Allen and Walter Martin were caught. 
They run up Spring street, and held out until 
they reached Luckie, where they were overta- 
ken. It was suspected that the stable belong- 
ing to Mr. Silvey was the receptacle for their 
stolen goods, but it was searched and nothing 
was found. 

For Keeping a Gaming House. 

A case was made against Will Smith yester- 
day for keeping a disorderly house on Decatur 
street. For several days there has been, ac- 
cording to report, quarreling and fighting go- 
ing on at this place of business, which con- 
sists of a beer saloon and a pool room. Yes- 
terday George Cullom, a white man, was ar- 
rested there, and he said that he was willing 
to tell all he knew about the place. He said 
that he could produce witnesses to the effect 
that Will Smith kepta gambling house and 
that money was bet and interchanged over the 

ooltables. The case will come up in po- 

ice court today,probably, and some interest- 
ing things may result therefrom. 


A Dead Negro Baby. 

The body of a negro baby was found on the 
lot of John Arnold, colored, at No. 7 Turner’s 
alley, yesterday afternoon about 5 o’clock: <A 
negro gir! discovered it, but was too afraid to 
do or say anything until John Arnold came 
home last night. It appears that the child 
was thrown in the lot by a little negro girl, 
and that he heartless mother does not live verv 
far from thé place. The negroes living in the 
vicinity are very much excited over the deed.

Mr. Nathan K. Platshek, of Savannah, whose 
name is world renowned in connection with the 
work of prevention of cruelty to animals is in the 
city.

Refuse to Grant the President 
What He AskKs. 


THE REPUBLICANS STILL DAZED, 


They Cannot Get the Fisheries Question 
Through Their Heads—The Tariff and 
Adjourpment—Other News. 


Wasntroron, August 29.—[Special.}—The 
house foreign affairs committee has been in 
session all of today and will be ready to report 
to the full committee at 10 o’clock tomorrow, 

The phraseology of that section of the Wil- 
son bill, concerning canais, has been slightly 
changed on account of its being subject to mis- 
construction. Its purpose has now been more 
clearly expressed. 

Chairman Belmont telegraphed today he 
would reach Washington in time to preside at 
the reeting tomorrow, and added himself and 
Mr. Morrow to the sub-committee. 

The democratic members of the committee 
say there has been no division between repub- 
licans and democrats of the committee, and 
are still of the belief that the full committee 
will agree toa unanimous report of the Wilson 
bill, with the changing of the phraseology 
above noted. _ 

Mr. Litt, the leading republican member o 
the committee, says there is no disposition 
whatever to draw party lines on the question, 
and the only opposition heard of so far comes 
ffom members of both parties in the north- 
west, where it is held the enforcement of the 
retaliatory law would Work injury to the ship- 
ping and farming interests. : 

Mr. Hitt says there is no doubt of the addi 
tional retaliatory legislation being granted 
In fact, it now seems the general opinion that 
both the senate and the house will grant the 
president the additional power asked for 
Senator Frye, of Maine, said today he found 
it the prevailing opinion among members of 
his party inzthe senate to give the president 
the power desired. 

It is understood tonight that the report of 
the foreign affairs committee will be laid be- 
fore the house tomorrow and that body will 
then decide which they will take up—the con 
ference report on the sundry civil bill, or the 
fisheries question. Itis safe to assert that if 
the finance committee reports the Wilson bil 
at the opening of the session, it will take pr 
cedence over all other business and will 
freely discussed in the fiouse. The presum 
tion is that it will remain in the house about ¢ 
week as many members are desirous of being 
heard on the question. 

In the senate it was taken up this afternoon 
by Senator George, of Mississippi, who com 
menced his deferred speech on that subject 
He will continue tomorrow, when-the questior 
will be freely discussed by members of both 
parties. About twenty senators have signified 
their intention to be heard on the message, an¢ 
the probability is that the discussion will cor 
tinue at least two weeks. 

Democrats continue to praise the presiden 
for his action on this question, and claim the 
victory is the certain resulu. Tho republican 
still seem badly worsted. They will caucu 
tomorrow evening at the home of Senator Ed 
munds on the fisheries and tariff question, and 
decide upon the best course for them to pursue 
during the remainder of this session.
